Governor to Set Date 


ROMULUS - With the 
deadline for appointing a 
supervisor for Romulus 
just a few days away, 
members of the Township 
Board are standing firm in 
a three to three deadlock. 

An election to fill the 
vacancy caused by the 
resignation of Edmund Bizek 
Jan. 6, after some six years in 
the supervisor’s post, 
appeared to be a certainty 
Monday. 

In an executive session held 
one hour prior to the 
Township Board’s Feb. 3 
meeting, the six remaining 
members of the Board stood 
three for holding an election 
and three for agreeing to the 
appointment of a successor or 
of an interim appointment to 
serve until an election can be 
scheduled by the governor’s 
office. 


At last report no board 
member can obtain a majority 
of four votes. 

Township Clerk Alfred J. 
Perry had already forwarded a 
request to Governor William 
Milliken for the setting of an 
election date. 

And this week he had 
notified the Wayne County 
Clerk’s office to initiate 
procedures required for the 
election. 

• » • 

DEADLINE FOR Board’s 
appointment of a successor is 
Feb. 20. 

Perry announced that 
because of the current election 
statutes it would be April 
before the election could be 
held and at a cost of some 
S3, 000. 

Board members in favor of 
an election at the executive 
session were Trustees Jimmie 
Raspberry, Roderick Smith, a 
former township clerk, and 


Joseph Wallis, township 
treasurer. Wallis had reported 

that he does not want the post. 

• • • 

MEMBERS OPPOSED to the 
election are Perry, Trustees 
James Stewart and Ellis T. 
Pennington. 

Stewart stated that he was 
open for further discussion and 
is seeking to agree upon a 
selection. Pennington stated 
that he was not in favor of an 
election and felt that Board 
members should make the 
appointment at this time. 

Perry, who reported the 
three to three standstill said 
that Wallis, Raspberry and 
Smith didn’t want to consider 
the appointment any more at 
the session and added that they 
wanted an election. 

Bizek, who left the $17,500 
post, is amidst a public salary 
controversy involving the new 
26-member Wayne County 
Board of Supervisors.

funds and equipment and 
personnel.

THE SPECIAL meeting held 
last Thursday night, Feb. 6, 
was called by Mayor Royce E. 
Smith. 

Belleville is one of five 
communities embraced in the 
court’s jurisdiction and is 


responsible tor a share of funds 
to operate the court. 

The 34th Dbtrict Court is 
presently housed in the Van 
Buren Township Hall, located 
on Tyler Road and b charged a 
yearly rental of $8,000. 

Belleville was the only one of 
the five areas that had refused 
to appropriate funds. Such 
action was based on the belief 
of Mayor Smith and 
councilmen that the proposed 
budget of the new court was 
unrealistic, that proposed 
salaries and operation costs 
were too high. 

• • • 

JUDGE ROSS had spent two 
months in preparing the 
proposed budget of $109,000. 
Later this was reduced at a 
meeting of officiab from the 
five communities held in 
Detroit prior to court opening 
to some $89,000. 

Smith at the hearing charged 
that the bill (setting up the 
court districts) is just 
something the State Legislature 
dreamed up to pick the 
taxpayers pockets.”

ROMULUS - A complaint 
that some officials have failed 
to generate cooperation in the 
financial operations of the new 
34th District Court were 
strenuously denied Monday by 
Romulus Township Clerk 
Alfred J. Perry. 

Perry was recently appointed 
in charge of the District Court 
Control Unit set up by the 
representatives of the five 
communities embraced in the 
court’s jurisdiction. 

Judge Francis D. Ross, who 
resigned as judge of the 34th 
Dbtrict Court because of a lack 
of adequate finances, personnel 
and court equipment stated in 
part in hb letter of resignation 
that, 

’’With the exceptions of Van 
Buren and Sumpter Townships, 
officials have failed to generate 
the type and quantity of 
cooperation that is 
commanded by the mandates 
of the Constitution and the 
implementing statutes and 
rules of the Supreme Court.” 

Perry stated that he has 


offered sites for the court, held 
meetings in efforts to get the 
court underway and reported 
that the township is spending 
$12,000 in remodeling the old 
Hale School now under the 
control of Romulus Recreation 
Commbsion as the court’s 
location pending the 
construction of the Township’s 
new Municipal Building in the 
next 18 months or two years 

The proposed court budget 
submitted by Judge Ross in the 
sum of $109,000 was reduced 
to some $89,000 at a Detroit 
meeting of the Control Unit 
which is Romulus, based on 
1960 population totals. 

All representatives held that 
the budget was too high in 
some respects and certain items 
were slashed in line of what 
was considered to be 
appropriate for the initial 
period of the court’s 
operations. 

“The statement that 
Romulus did not generate 
cooperation is certainly not 
true,” said Perry. 


ROMULUS - The Federal

Bill Seeks Four-Year 
Voter Registrations 

Representative Edward E. 

Mahalak, (D) Romulus, 
reported this week that he has 
co-sponsored a bill on 
lengthening voter regbtrations. 

He said: 

“I have co-sponsored a Bill 
this week which would make 
voter registrations good for 
four years instead of the 
present period of two years.” 

There appears to be general 
agreement that removal of 
names of those who have not 
voted in a two-year period 
actually disenfranchises many 
voters; results in harrassment 
of the otherwise eligible 
electors and places an 
unnecessary burden on election 
clerks and boards. In addition, 
this biennial stripping of the 
poll lists costs a lot of money.” 


Mahalak further reported 
that behind the scenes at 
Lansing, the Governor’s new 
$1,500,000,000 budget b still 
the object of some violent 
skirmbhing 

Although it was described as 
a balanced budget, it has been 
pointed out that listed 
expenditures will eat into the 
present surplus to the end that 
the predicted surplus at the 
end of this session will be 
somewhere around S12 
million. 

In addition to the billion and 
a half dollars lbted, the state 
will actually spend more than 
$3 billion for all purposes, 
including ear-marked funds for 
highways, schools and local 
governments.

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PCHA Ok’s Wage Increase 
For Hourly-rated Employees 


WAYNE - At its first 
regularly scheduled meeting 
since Christmas, the Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority’a (PCHA) Board of 
Directors was primarily 
concerned with personnel and 
union matters. 

At the top of the agenda of 
the January meeting of PCHA 
directors was discussion and 
ratification of a new contract 
of hourly-rated employees 
represented by Local 79 of the 
Building Services Employees 
Union. 

Major benefits in the new 
contract included an average of 
26% cents an hour increase in 
wages, as well as significantly 
improved fringe benefits. 

Among the fringe benefit 
increases were the additions of 
a n extra holiday for 
employees, a boost in overtime 
pay for work on holidays, 
increase in Blue Cross coverage, 
and increased retirement 
benefits. 


In dollars and cents the 
Directors were informed that 
the new wage and fringe 
benefits, to become effective 
April 1, 1969, would cost 

PCHA an additional $733,000 
per year. 

The new union contract for 
eligible hourly-rated PCHA 
employees, who total 
approximately 950, means that 
the Authority will have an 
annual total payroll of 
approximately $12.5 million. 

Also discussed but not 
resolved, pending the outcome 
of preliminary mediation with 
the Michigan Nurses Economic 
Security Organization, a 
division of the Michigan Nurses 
Association, was the issue of 
representation by this 
organization of nurses at Outer 
Drive Hosptal.

approved payment of current 
bills totaling $144,51 1.67, as 
well as payment of current 
construction invoices covering 
work at new Beyer Memorial 
Hospital and Seaway Hospital. 

The Board was informed of a 
request by the Bureau of 
Hospital Administration of the 
University of Michigan to use 
PCHA unit hospitals as field

Distribution of the fourth 
quarter Motor Vehicle 
Highway Fund collections to 
Michigan counties and 
incorporated cities and villages 
brought the sum of $5,246 to 
the City of Belleville. 

Henrik E. Stafsethm, state 
highway director, reported net 
receipts for the fourth quarter 
totaled $86 million, an increase 
of 29.5 per cent compared to 
the same period in 1967. 

The increase is due for the 
most part to the cent-a-gallon 
increase in state gasoline tax 
which took effect Jan. 1 , 1968, 
and the vehicle weight tax 
increase which took effect 
several months ago when the 
1969 license plate went on 
sale.

Christine Anderson, supervisor 
of the Neighborhood Action 
Center’s Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) and Mrs. 
Bobbe Hardy, assistant 
supervisor. 

Mrs. Anderson, outlined the 
main endeavors and principal 
goals of their operation. 

The purpose of the 
Community Action Program is 
to help mobilize resources to 
combat poverty within our 
community. Poverty is a 
condition of need, helplessness, 
and hopelessness. It is rooted 
in a network of social ills that 
include inadequate education, 
unemployment, poor health 


and dilapidated housing. 

To alleviate them requires a 
varied and cocrdinated attack. 
Remedial reading, literacy 
courses, employment, 
counseling, homemaker 
services, job development and 
training, consumer education, 
vocational rehabilitation, legal 
assistance, and health services 
are some of the many activities 
that are being supported and 
coordinated within our 
Community Action Program to 
attack poverty. 

In summarizing Mrs. Hardy, 
was emphatic in emphasizing 
that the program is not geared 
to blacks alone but for any 
individual, or family regardless 
of race, religion, creed or 
national origin, who may be 
unaware of civic services 
available to them.

qualified; that the nursing staff 
is well trained; and that 
personnel is adequate for good 
patient care.” 

The Commission also sets 
high standards for 
administration practices and 
requires complete medical 
records on all patients, as well 
as physician consultation and 
case review. 

‘‘Accreditation,” 
summarized Dr. Klicka, “is to a 
hospital what the hallmark is 
on fine silver. It is a symbol of 
quality, and one proudly 
displayed by the hospital 
which has achieved it.” 

Other PCHA units will be 
inspected on a scheduled basis.

The “propagandist” charge can be 
laughed off the bar. “Propagandist” is an 
impqlite word meaning “public relations 
man.” A PR man’s job is to sell ideas 
favorable to his product. Whether it be a 
Chevrolet or a political party, it’s all the 
same jar of honey. Dozens of Press Club 
members are PR men, employed by the 
utilities or the auto companies or 
you-name-it. If Allan was declared 
ineligible because he’s a “propagandist,” 
all the other PR members should also be 
locked out. And the management could 
lay off several bartenders. 

The propagandist charge is obviously 
phony; almost a joke. But let’s not hear 
anyone laughing about the Communist 
charge. That’s serious. Everyone knows 
the Communists are leaning on our door, 
just waiting for someone to forget to lock 
up at night. That’s why your boy is in 
Vietnam (Why isn’t he in Cuba? Shut up). 

Allan might be a spy. for gosh sakes. He 
might pry the location of the Detroit 
tunnel out of some lushed-up Free Press 
reporter. And besides, Allan is said to be 
articulate and witty and wise. What kind 
of a Communist is that to have hanging 
around your tavern? He could give the 
Reds a good name. He might even make 
friends with a Republican. And that's 


where the real danger lies. If other 
members get to know Allan, they might 
understand and like him. Then they 
wouldn’t want to fight him Who wants 
to belong to a sissy club where the 
Communists and Christians don’t have 
fistfights? 

I do. And that’s also the type of world 
I want to belong to. William Allan should 
be admitted to the Detroit Press Club and 
Red China should be admitted to the 
United Nations. 

Mutual understanding is the answer.

It is ridiculous that the U.S. continues 
to oppose Red China’s admission to the 
UN.

“And whereas ... we often find the 
present non-exchange of non-ideas that 
takes place at the press club between the 
capitalists boring as hell,

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College Board Needs 
A New Outlet Says Ryan 


WESTLAND - The 
Community College concept 
for Wayne County got a breath 
of fresh air this week with the 
announcement of Board of 
Trustees chairman Donald 
M.D. Thurber that the Board 
will week a new avenue for 
raising operating funds. 

Last November’s defeat of 
the millage issue for the 
colleges has prompted, 
Thurber, said an attempt by 
the Board to obtain State 
legislative action to allow the 
Board to levy a small, limited 
amount of millage without a 
vote of the people. 

While the proposal has met 
with some opposition, 
Westland Community College 
Trustee, John R. Ryan, says 
the move is not without 
precedent. Such authorities as 
the People’s Community 
Hospital Authroity, incinerator 
authorities, and public school 
systems, arc allowed to levy a 
small amount of millage 
without a direct vote. 

Ryan said he is not 
personally in favor of asking 
for the full 2.5 mills that was 
on the ballot last November, 
but said he would settle for as 
little as one mill in taxation to 
get the community college 
program going in at least two 
locations in the County. 

Ryan said he feels that some 
movement on the issue, with 
the demonstration to the 
people that the program works 
and is worthwhile, would 
prompt further support from 
the voters. “1 think the voters 
have told us that we aren’t 
going to get the 2.5 mills, so 
we are going to have to cut 
back on that proposal,” Ryan 
said. 


Ryan pointed out that the 
Board not only has a problem 
of obtaining the millage, 
particularly with the large 
“no” voting population in 
Detroit outweighing the 
favorable vote in out-county 
areas, but also has a problem of 
when and how to hold another 
election. 

The Board of Trustees has 
been taken to the Michigan 
Court of Appeals by the 
County of Wayne, with the 
County trying to force the 
issue that it does not have to 
carry a Community College 
election on its ballot - that the 
Community College Board 
must pay for their own 
election. Since the Board has 
no money, an election 
county-wide would cost about 


$500,000, the Board cannot 
afford to lose the litigation. 

Furthermore, Ryan says, the 
Board of Trustees has to meet 
a June 10, 1970, deadline by 
law for finalizing of their 
program and obtaining of the 
needed millage. If they have no 
millage by that date, the 
community college concept 
may die in Wayne County, one 
of the few urban areas that has 
no community college systems. 

Work is now going on, 
according to Board Chairman 
Thurber, to straighten out the 
details before the proposed bill 
to allot the millage goes to the 
state leg islature for 
introduction. Legislators from 
Wayne County are working 
with the college officials at the 
present time.

Girl Scouts

The Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. have acquired 
approximately 15,000 acres of 
land near Ten Sleep, Wyoming, 
for the development of a major 
Girl Scout national center for 
program development, training 
and international projects, it 
was announced today by Mrs. 
Kenneth Hulsing, Plymouth, 
President of the Huron Valley 
Girl Scout Council. 

The site is located in the 
Bighorn Mountains, a part of 
the Rocky Mountain chain and 
will be available for varied 
activities such as troop 
camping, large encampments, 
camping for Scout families, 
training workshops, seminars 
and conferences for both girls 
and adults. 

For several years the Girl 
Scouts of the U.S.A. has been 
searching for property that 
could serve that organization 
the way the Philmont Scout 
Reservation serves the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

The new site, which will be 
available for use by any of the 
3% million Girl Scouts of the 
U.S.A. and their families, will 
be known as Girl Scout 
National Center West.

Ford Continues Campaign 
For Income Tax Reform i 


WASHINGTON, DC. - 
Congressman William D. Ford 
(D) 15th District this week 
continued his drive for 
income-tax reform by 
introducing legislation to 
increase the allowance for 
personal exemptions from the 
present S600 to SI 200. 

A week earlier, Congressman 
Ford had co-sponsored a bill 
calling for a 13-point program 
to close loopholes in the tax 
laws which favor wealthy 
persons and large corporations. 

In calling for a doubling of 
the personal exemption figure, 
Congressman Ford termed it a 
“long overdue change which 
would directly aid the great

mass of our nation’s taxpayers 
- the low and middle-income 
worker and the younger people 
who are struggling to raise 
families in the face of a 
constantly increasing cost of 
living.”

CONGRESSMAN FORD 
reminded his colleagues in the 
House that the present $600 
exemption has been unchanged 
for 21 years. He pointed out 
that the cost of every basic 
item has risen sharply during 
that period. The cost of food 
has nearly doubled, that of 
rent and clothing has more 
than doubled, and medical 
costs have risen more than 90 
percent. 

“It is unrealistic to maintain 
that today S600 will even 
come close to the cost of 
raising a child or caring for an 
aging or dependent parent,” 
Congressman Ford declared. 

The 13-point reform bill 
co-sponsored earlier by Ford 
would reduce the oil and 
mineral depletion allowance, 
repeal the investment tax 
credit, and block such 
loopholes as “hobby farms”, 
accelerated real estate 
depreciation, multiple 
corporations, tax-exempt 
municipal bonds, unlimited 
charitable deductions and 


special tax treatment for stock 
options. 

* • * 

“1 WAS pleased to note in 
the press this week that the 
Nixon Administration 
apparently supports the bulk 
of these overdue tax reforms,” 
Ford said. “Perhaps enough of 
my Republican colleagues will 
join with Democrats who have 
long sought this goal, and we 
will finally be able to achieve 
meaningful tax revision.” 

The Michigan Congressman 
also suggested that, as a third 
step toward tax reform, 
Congress consider legislation to 
establish a minimum tax for 
both individuals and 
corporations. 

“Too many wealthy people 
and big corporations today 
either pay no tax at all, or 
pay a ridiculously low amount, 
because of loopholes and 
gimmicks in the Internal 
Revenue Code,” Congressman 
Ford said. “As I told the House 
last week, the demand for tax 
reform has grown so loud that 
Congress dare ignore it no 
longer.”

WAYNE - Many Wayne 
County landowners are asking 
for a Soil Conservation 
District. The first legal step to 
obtain a district has begun. 

Wayne County landowners 
have a varity of land use 
problems. In some areas soil 
erosion is severe. Soil and soil 
fertility are being washed from 
fields. This is a money loss to 
every landowner. Eroded soil 
pollutes water and fills 
channels. Large areas of the 
county have wet sandy soils 
that need drainages. Some of 
these soils frequently flood 
causing extensive damage. 
Drainage and outlets are 
needed. As water is controlled, 
these coarse soils will need 
extensive fertility management. 

In other areas, lake bed clay 
occurs. These heavy soils are 
usually wet. Here, too, 
drainage is needed and an open 
loose soil structure must be 
maintained. Often, specialized 
drainage systems must be 
installed. 

Throughout the county, 
farm land is changing to 
residential communities, 
industrial sites and shopping 
centers. Utilities are being built 
and recreation areas developed. 
Often, these developments take 
place without adequate 
information about soils and 
water. This situation has 
resulted in thousands of dollars 
in losses to construction on 
improper sites or without 

proper controls. 

• • * 

URBANIZED 
DEVELOPMENTS often 
change the entire character of 
surface water movement 
necessitating new and extensive 
water controls. Extensive 


constructions are also resulting 
in damaging erosion when raw, 
unprotected soil is left to the 
elements for long periods. 

These soil and water 
problems will be of chief 
concern of a Soil Conservation 
District. 

Technical assistance wi 11 be 
made available through the 
district without charge to help 
correct these problems. 
Cooperation with the district is 
voluntary, but landowners will 
carry out the agreed upon 
recommendations. Technical 
soil and water personnel 
located in the county speed up 
cost sharing assistance from 
Agriculture Conservation 
Programs. These personnel will 
be readily available to check 
ACP compliance. 

A Soil Conservation District 
may therefore benefit not only 
farmers, but contractors, 
subdividers, school districts, 
planners and administrators. 

A public hearing on the 
necessity to organize a Soil 
Conservation District will be 
held by the Michigan 
Department of Agriculture 
State Soil Conservation 
Committee Monday, Feb. 17, 8 
p.m., in the Auditorium of the 
Ford Division Office Building, 
Rotunda Drive and Southfield 
Road, Dearborn, Michigan.

Many persons in the state of 
Michigan are entitled to a 
partial exemption of their 
homes from property taxation. 
They may qualify for a 
homestead tax exemption as a 
senior citizen, serviceman, 
disabled veteran, widow of a 
veteran, or blind person, 
Michigan’s Attorney General 
Frank J. Kelley, announced. 

Property taxation is an 
annual process. All homestead 
tax exemptions must be 
claimed annually in January, 
February, or the first week in 
March. 

Failure to secure from the 
assessing officer the exemption 
during the period mentioned 
will result in a loss of the tax 
exemption for that year. 
Consequently, it is most 
important that persons eligible 
for a homestead exemption 
should not omit the execution 
and filing of the annual claim. 
The necessary forms and 
instructions for this purpose 
may be obtained from their

local assessors, he stated. 

Any homestead which is 
eligible for partial tax 
exemption on Dec. 31 of any 
year will remain eligible for the 
immediately succeeding year. 
This is true, even if the senior 
citizen, serviceman, blind 
person, etc., sells the property 
in January or February of the 
calendar year, to a person who 
is not eligible for any 
homestead exemption. While 


the purchaser of the particular 
homestead receives the benefit 
of a tax reduction, his reduced 
property tax burden for that 
year very well may affect the 
amount that he is willing to 
pay for the property. 

Therefore, a person entitled 
to a homestead tax exemption 
on Dec. 31 should claim it, 
even though he sells the 
property in January or 
February, Kelley said.

The nationwide U.S. civil de- 
fense system, which is being 
enlarged ana improved con- 
stantly, is designed primarily 
to help Americans survive and 
recover from nuclear attack. 
Its heart is a fallout shelter 
system which could save the 
lives of millions of persons that 
would otherwise be lost be- 
cause of radioactive fallout. 

The civil defense system also 
includes warning and commu- 
nications networks, local gov- 
ernments organized for emer- 
gency operations, and many 
other resources. If an attack 
should come, many lives could 
be saved through a combina- 
tion of emergency actions 
taken by governments and pri- 
vate citizens. 

The chances of surviving and 
recovering from a nuclear at- 
tack are much better if citi- 
zens: 

1. Understand the dangers 
of an attack. 

2. Learn the actions that 
should be taken in the event of 
an attack. 

3. Are prepared to take 
whatever action is necessary at 
the time of an attack. 

If an Attack Comes . . . 

All nuclear explosions cause 
light, heat and blast. In addi- 
tion, explosions on or close to 
the ground would create large 
quantities of dangerous radio- 
active fallout particles, most of 
which would fall to earth dur- 
ing the first 24 hours. 

If the U.S. should be at- 
tacked, the people who hap- 
pened to be close to a nuclear 
explosion probably would be 
killed or seriously injured by 
the blast, or by the heat of the 
explosion. 

People a few miles away in 
the “fringe area” of the ex- 
plosion would be ,endangered 
by the blast and heat, and by 
fires that the explosion might 
start. However, it is likely that 
most of the people in the fringe 
area would survive these 
hazards. 

People outside the fringe 
area would not be endangered 
by the blast, heat or fire. De- 
partment of Defense studies 
show that in any nuclear at- 
tack, tens of millions of Ameri- 
cans would be outside the 
damage areas. To them, and to 
people in the fringe areas who 
survived the blast, heat and 
fii*», radioactive fallout would 
be the main danger. Protective 
measures against this hazard 
can be taken. 

What Is Fallout? 

When a nuclear weapon ex- 
plodes near the ground, great 
quantities of pulverized earth 
and other debris are sucked up 
into the nuclear cloud where 
many of the particles become 


radioactive. As these particles 
fall back to earth, and after 
they reach the ground, they 
give off invisible gamma rays — 
like X-rays — which can kill or 
injure. These particles give off 
most of their radiation quickly, 
so the first few hours or days 
after an attack would be the 
mo*t dangerous period. 

In dangerously - affected 
areas the fallout particles 
would look like grains of grit or 
sand. However, the rays they 
would give off could not be seen, 
tasted, smelled or felt. Special 
instruments would be required 
to detect the rays and measure 
their intensity. The Federal 
Government has distributed 
several million of these instru- 
ments to State and local gov- 
ernments. 

Fallout Would Be Widespread 

The distribution of fallout 
particles after a nuclear at- 
tack would depend on what 
part of the country had been 
attacked, and the number of 
weapons used, as well as wind 
currents, weather conditions 
and other factors. However, 
there is no way of predicting 
in advance what areas of the 
country would be affected, or 
how soon the particles would 
fall back to earth at a particu- 
lar location. 

Some communities might get 
a heavy accumulation of fall- 
out, while others might get 
little or none. No area in the 
U.S. could be sure of not get- 
ting fallout, and it is probable 
that some particles would be 
deposited on most of the coun- 
try. 

Areas close to a nuclear ex- 
plosion might receive fallout 
within 15 to 30 minutes. On the 
other hand, it might take 5 to 
10 hours or more for the parti- 
cles to drift down on a com- 
munity 100 or 200 mile3 away. 

Generally, the first 24 hours 
after fallout began to settle 
would be the most dangerous 
period to a community’s resi- 
dents. The heavier particles 
falling during that time would 
still be highly radioactive and 
giVe off strong rays. Lighter 
particles falling later would 
have lost much of their radia- 
tion high in the atmosphere. 

Fallout Causes Radiation 
Sickness 

The invisible gamma rays 
given off by fallout particles 
can produce radiation sickness, 
which is caused by physical 
and chemical changes in the 
cells of the body. If a person 
receives a large dose of fallout 
radiation, he will die. But if he 
receives only a small or me- 
dium dose, his body will repair 
itself and he will get well. 

The same dose received over 
a short period of time is more 


damaging than over a longer 
period. Usually, the effects of 
a given dose of radiation are 
more severe in very young and 
very old persons, and those not 
in good health. 

No special clothing can pro- 
tect people against gamma 
radiation, and no special drugs 
or chemicals can prevent large 
doses of radiation from caus- 
ing damage to the cells of the 
body. However, antibiotics and 
other medicines are helpfol in 
treating infections that some- 
times follow excessive expo- 
sure to radiation. 

Almost all of the radiation 
that people would absorb from 
fallout particles would come 
from particles outside their 
own bodies. Only simple pre- 
cautions would be necessary to 
avoid swallowing the particles, 
and it would be practically im- 
possible to inhale them. 

People exposed to fallout 
radiation do not become radio- 
active and thereby dangerous 
to other people. Radiation sick- 
ness is. not contagious or in- 
fectious, and one person can- 
not “catch it” from another 
person. 


Protection Is Possible 

People can protect them- 
selves against fallout radia- 
tion, and have a good chance of 
surviving, by staying inside a 
fallout shelter. In most cases, 
the fallout radiation level out- 
side the shelter would decrease 
rapidly enough to permit peo- 
ple to leave the shelter within 
a few days. 

Even in communities that re- 
ceived relatively heavy accu- 
mulations of fallout particles, 
people soon might be able to 
leave shelter for a few minutes 
or a few hours at a time to per- 
form emergency tasks. In most 
places, it is unlikely that full- 
time shelter occupancy would 
be required for more than a 
week or two. 


The information m this 
story teas furnished by the 
US.
